Lincoln’s local 
government now has its 
minimum standards housing code in acceptable 
form to give the city a “ workable plan” for 
federal housing programs. Next week the City 
Council again will consider making it legal to 
establish mobile homes in residential areas. 


another avenue which deserves careful ex­ 
ploration by the Council and the city ad­ 
ministration. This is the idea presented last 
week by builder Robert Peterson to create 
a separate zoning classification for low-cost 
conventional housing. 


Both these actions will help clear the 
way to providing improved housing for low 
income persons in I.incoln. But they will 
not of themselves put any roofs over any 
heads. This is going to take further official 
action, plus a lot of energetic involvement 
by the business interests concerned — the 
builders, the realtors, the financiers. 


This would mean designating tracts in which 
homes could be built to lower standards than 
otherwise are required. Costs could be cut further 
in such tracts if land development rules also 
were relaxed — if space requirements were 
less restrictive and if less expensive materials 
and methods could be employed in such ancillary 
features as water mains, storm sewers and 
streets. 


The lime has come, it would seem, to con­ 
sider seriously what additional federal programs 
might be beneficial to Lincoln, with heavy 
emphasis on direct public housing. 
Study also might be given to means of ex­ 
panding 
the 
federal 
programs 
now 
being 
employed in the city, mainly the rent subsidy 
and mortgage loan subsidy programs. 
The {wssibility could be examined of addi­ 
tional low'-income apartments built by a com­ 
bination of local insurance companies, such as 
that now being occupi('d at 23rd and Y. 
Enactment of the mobile home ordinance, 
which comes before the Council for action next 
Monday, will offer a means for some persons 
of limited income to own their own homes. 


Any relaxation of standards would have to 
be approached cautiously, of course, and be 
limited to carefully defined areas. 
But such tracts as this in residential areas 
would be of little, if any, difference from mobile 
home courts in residential areas. Quite likely 
the distinction between mobile homes and low- 
cost permanent homes will become even less 
in the future than it is now. Whereas mobile 
homes might .serve .some low income families 
better, others might benefit from the permanen­ 
cy. the longer life, the mortgage financing and 
other advantages offered by new houses. 


The 
mobile 
home provision 
suggests 


The need for low cost housing in Lincoin, 
both rental and owned, is well documented 
and readily apparent to anyone close to the 
situation. But there are ways at hand for 
meeting this need.

It is poor economics for President Nixon 
back in the White House to make a standard 
program to fight inflation, assuming the same 
causes aie working on the industrial eastern 
seaboard as in Nebraska out in the plains 
states.

The United States government has hitherto 
rejected the idea of a total ban on the develop­ 
ment of nuclear weapons. It has always been 
willing to limit the growth of such armament. 
But the Soviets apparently see a big advantage 
in presenting themselves before the world as 
being ready not only to reduce but to destroy 
the stockpiles of nuclear weapons, provided other 
nations do the same. This may be a propaganda 
maneuver, but in due time its true purpose 
will be revealed. 
The principal obstacle to the reduction or 
elimination of nuclear weapons is that up to 
now the Soviets have not been willing to agree 
to any system of international inspection. It 
is one thing for Communist countries to agree 
to destroy their weapons, but it’s another matter 
to devise means of examining their bases to 
see whether nuclear weapons are being made 
secretly. Some positive way of checking up on 
existing stockpiles and their reduction or abolition 


It is expected, of course, that negotiations 
of a definitive nature will not begin until next 
year, but the preliminary conferences can do 
i\ great deal toward creating an atmosphere 
of conciliation between the major powers of 
the world. 
Very little is being heard about Red China’s 
participation. While the i’eking government does 
not have a big arsenal of nuclear weapons, 
it is unlikely that the Soviets will agree to 
reduce or destroy any substantial portion of 
their own armament as long as Red China con­ 
tinues to develop similar weapons. But there 
is a lot to be said in favor of holding preliminary 
talks and letting the world know that at last 
the objective — an era that eliminates the 
possibility of mutual suicide — is being seriously 
di.scussed.

All will agree that, if nuclear disarmament 
could be achieved, this might not abolish smaller 
wars and the use of conventional arms, but 
it certainly would reduce the fear and anxiety 
which have swept the world since the atomic 
bomb was developed a quarter century ago. 
For the present, the fact that civilian, 
military and scientific advisers of both countries 
are meeting in Finland to discuss ways and 
means of preventing a further buildup in nuclear 
arms — not only by other countries but by 
the major powers themselves — is one of the 
most encouraging developments of the century.

However, as the vice presi­ 
dent himself states, most people 
obtain their knowledge of the 
national news from television, 
and it would thus seem accept­ 
able for the network commenta­ 
tors to indicate that Mr. Nixon’s 
use of the term “ flat rejection” 
might be challengeable.

Washington — Public opinion in democracy. 
Sir Lewis Namier once observed, is the unknown 
god to whom all men burn incense. And never 
more so than during the past few weeks. 
After going through all kinds of incense- 
burning rituals, the administra­ 
tion and antiwar protesters have 
put their case on Vietnam to 
the supreme judgment of pub­ 
lic opinion. But the unknown 
god has vouchsafed to either 
a conclusive sign of favor. And 
the sensible thing now is for 
both sides to accept the un­ 
certainty and behave with a 
good deal more circumspection 
Kraft 
than they have recently been showing. 
The antiwar demonstrators made their offer­ 
ing to public opinion in a series of happenings 
— the moratorium and mobilization. These were 
designed to attract the attention of the mass media, 
and thus to awaken 
concern for Vietnam in 
the widest possible audience. 


tions — the two-party system, the bicameral 
legislature with advantages for the small states, 
and the Electoral College — are all designed 
to assure that the majority pays attention to 
a minority that feels strongly. 


By no mere accident then, but by virtue 
of properties central to our system, the most 
diverse views flourish as to the present state 
of public opinion. Some analysts believe the 
administratioh has isolated the protesters and 
won overwhelming support for the President’s 
Vietnam policy. 'They say the country is being 
divided or polarized. They even foresee a coming 
wave of popular malevolence against Vietnam 
protesters 
and 
their 
sympathizers 
in 
the 
universities 
and 
the 
media 
— 
a 
new 
McCarthyism. 


The administration reached for what the 
President called the “ great silent majority” — 
the vast number of middle Americans who are 
supposed to feel left out. The tactic was to 
go around, or even against, the media; hence 
the logic of Vice President Spiro Agnew’s assault 
on television networks. 


Other analysts claim the country remains 
relatively calm. They believe the President and 
the demonstrators have only touched a small 
minority — and only for a short time. In the 
long run they think the administration will suffer 
for being identified with turmoil and trouble 
at a time when the public wants tranquility. 
The truth is that nobody knows. Sensible 
persons accept the uncertainty as essential to 
representative government. And they behave ac­ 
cordingly — which is with prudence. 


But there is no reliable way to measure 
the support of public opinion on complicated 
issues. The record numbers who turned out for 
the moratorium and mobilization remain a 
minority — and a pretty small minority, given 
the whole country. Those who telephoned support 
to the President or demonstrated on Veterans 
Day or made known their views on the networks 
are also a minority — and also a pretty small 
minority given the whole country. 


Must Weig h Numb ers 
Moreover, numbers cannot tell the whole 
story. There is a difference of some kind between 
those who feel only casually about Vietnam and 
those who fee! so s t r o n g 1 y they are prepared 
to make sacrifices. Public opinion has to, be 
weighed as well as counted. 
Indeed, the essence of Anglo-Saxon, as 
distinct from continental, democracy lies in 
avoiding the delusion that public opinion is a 
mere matter of numbers. The United States 
and Britain have scorned mechanical devices, 
such as proportional representation and the multi­ 
party system, which are supposed to give 
mathematically exact expression to every shade 
of opinion. The characteristic American institu- 


Reverting to Old Rules 
Prudence now tells the demonstrators that 
they are not the only ones who can play the 
game 
with the 
new 
rules 
of 
plebiscitary 
democracy. Their best tactic is to revert to 
the old rules — the system. That means working 
to convert the 1970 elections, particularly the 
Senate races, into a Vietnam referendum. 
Prudence tells the administration to tone 
down some of the wild talk. The implied charges 
that those who disagree are unpatriotic, the 
cheap shots off the networks and the press, 
the repeated emphasis on the violence of the 
demonstrators, all work to raise doubts whether 
the President has the capacity to lead and 
govern. As Sen. Edmund Muskie of Maine said: 


“ The passions and doubts the war has raised 
are too strong and basic to be dispelled by 
presidential command.^’ 


For the god of public opinion, though 
unknown and unknowable, does exist. However 
difficult to measure, there is such a thing as 
a national mood, a climate of ideas which makes 
certain things acceptable — and others not. And 
one thing that is not permissible is long involve­ 
ment in the Vietnam war. 


More or Less Personal 


In this day and age, when certain elements 
in the society call policemen “ pigs” or worse, 
it comes as a surprise that a police chief sees 
his men, more than anything else, as “ social 
service workers.” 


Chief J. R. Blackmore, of San Jose, Calif., 
has had 40 years experience in which he has 
fought lynch mobs as well 
New Ro le 
f gangsters Now he be- 
lieves police should take the 
fo r Po lice 
side of social change. He 
wields his commanding in­ 
fluence to get benefits for racial minority groups. 
He says, “ We are now coming to realize that 
the police should not remain passive bystand­ 
ers. We can no longer remain mute in view of 
the social problems that surround us daily.” 


With a population of 450,000, San Jose is 
one of the nation’s fastest growing cities. The 
main trouble spot is the East Side, home of 
impoverished Negroes who are 2% of the 
population, and Mexican-Americans 15%. 


The Police Athletic League is building an 
athletic center on 16 acres of East Side donated 
land with $1.4 million from private, municipal

and federal sources. Policemen, on and off-duty, 
will operate the new center. 
As an active member of just about every 
civic organization in San Jose, Chief Blackmore 
says, “ I can raise $50,000 in an evening for a 
good cause.” 
When a group of Mexican-American youths 
demonstrated at City Hall last year, the chief 
marched them into the Council chambers for 
a long talk. He said the result was a system 
by which the youngsters were taken for regular 
rides in patrol cars. He said, “ They h a d a 
ball.” 
San Jose police have 63 programs considered 
community relations. 
Robert Strand of the UPI interviewed this 
unusual police officer, who has been named the 
1969 man of the year by his city. 


At San Jose State College, which has 24,00( 
students and its quota of demonstrations. Black 
more told Strand he insisted his personnel have 
regular meetings with faculty and students. “ We 
want to know who is right,” he said. “ Fm 
damned if 1 want to go over there and push 
people around if they are right. The whole con­ 
cept of law enforcement is changing. People think 
our purpose is to arrest people, but you don’t 
arrest them for going 27 mUes in a 25-mile zone.” 


When minority students complained bitterly 
about the apprentice program at City College, 
Blackmore intervened and obtained a solution 
satisfactory to the students. 
Blackmore expects his East Side center to 
be an example for the nation. This brings to 
mind the efforts of minority groups in Lincoln 
to get a youth center in their area where they 
can “ do their thing.”

Rome — An estimated 12 
million to 15 million workers 
stayed away from their jobs 
across Italy Wednesday in a 
24-hour general strike for more 
low-cost housing. 
The general strike brought 
buses, 
streetcars, 
comnierie 
and 
industry 
to 
a 
virtual 
standstill. It was estimated the 
.strike would cost employes SKI) 
million in lost wages and the 


nation twice that in lost pro­ 
duction. 


It was Italy’s third general 
strike this year and by far 
the most popular and best con­ 
trolled. 


The big-three labor unions 
called for mass demonstrations 
to drive home their demand 
for a new government housing 
policy. Political extremists of 
both the left and right threat­ 


ened to turn the demonstra­ 
tions into battles. 
Police were on the alert for 
di.sorders, and the unions set 
up a special volunteer corps 
in an effort to keep the demon­ 
strators peaceful. 
But in Milan, a policeman 
was clubbed to death in an 
hour-long battle between secur­ 
ity forces and left-wing extrem­ 
ists. Another 20 policemen were 
injured and eight demonstra- 


tors were taken to hospitals in 
the conflict in which the ex­ 
tremists used iron tubes as 
clubs and the police countered 
with tear gas. 
Traffic was light in the cities, 
with most stores and offices 
closed. Most restaurants also 
were shut, and telephone, gas 
and 
water 
services 
w e r e 
reduced. 


On the d a y of the Apollo

United Nations, N.Y. (iP) — 
Every year the U.N. Children's 
Fund distributes 
12 million 
pounds of DDT, the insecticide 
whose use is being restricted in 
the United States. 
How long the fund can keep 
that up on the same scale is 
problematical, because there is 
a growing movement here for 
purifying the environment, and 
DDT is criticized in another 
report, from U.N. Secretary- 
General U Thant. 
UNICEF — so called since it 
was 
the 
U.N. 
International 
Children's Emergency Fund — 
sends DDT around the world to 
spray on the walls of rooms 
and kill any malaria-carrying 
mosquitoes that light there. 
Malaria 
eradication 
pro­ 
grams have been arranged by 
UNICEF in 59 countries or 
territories 
at one time 
or 
another. Twentv-three areas in 


Africa, Asia, South America 
and the Caribbean have them 
now. 
A UNICEF report on finances 
shows that in 1966-68 it spent an 
average of $2.7 million on DDT. 
It shipped from 11.5 million to 
12.6 million pounds in each of 
the three years. 
A UNICEF spokesman says 
it has followed World Health 
Organization advice on malaria 
and sent DDT to any country 
that asked for it. In the western 
hemisphere these i n c l u d e 
Argentina, Bolivia, Colombia, 
Ecuador and several countries 
in Central America and the 
Caribbean area. 
Thant’s report estimates that 
100 million pounds of DDT is 
being spread around annually, 
which would make the UNICEF 
contributions one pound out of 
every eight. 
It says DDT interferes with 


photosynthesis, the process by 
which sunlight causes plants to 
make oxygen. 
“ The maintenance of both 
atmospheric oxygen and the 
productivity of 
marine 
en­ 
vironments 
depends 
u p o n 
photosynthesis by m a r i n e 
plants, 
mostly 
the 
floating 
algae of microscopic size,” the 
report explains. 


Minute amounts of s u c h 
pesticides as DDT have been 
found to inhibit photosynthesis 
in these algae by 7 5^ r. 
“ Nevertheless, 
we 
h a v e 
dumped an estimated billion 
pounds of DDT into our en­ 
vironment and are adding an 
estimated 100 million pounds 
per year. ‘

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The Media and Mr. Ag new 
V!ce President Spiro Agnew’s Des Mo ines speech attack­ 
ing telev ision news and commentary raised (one might 
say “resu rrected” ) a nu mber of q u estions which hav e been 
the concern of professional jou rnalists for y ears. This fact, 
if not known to the v ice president, is certainly known 
to his able speechwriters and their White Hou se consu ltants. 


One questio n, inv o lv ing a principle lo ng settled in print 
jo urnalism, tho ug h no t easy to fo llo iw in practice, is to 
separate news presentatio n fro m co mmentary — to restrict 
the v iews o f a newspaper o r mag azine to its edito rial 
pag e and to let the news co lumns ro tate the diamo nd 
o f truth so all its facets may be seen. 


A second q u estion concerns the objectiv ity of persons 
who handle news; those who write, select, and .edit for 
print or broadcast. Objectiv ity is a v irtu e striv en for; fairness 
is a minimu m essential. Which is to say that most of 
those who handle news hav e personal v iewpoints on all 
sorts of su bjects and care a great deal abou t the ou tcome 
of cu rrent issu es. 


The o wners, edito rs and writers o f America’s news 
media hav e pro fessio nal pride. And they hav e a financial 
stake in the success o f their institutio ns under the free 
enterprise sy stem who se co mpetitiv e pressures wo rk to the 
benefit o f the news co nsumer. To day ’s citizen has a g reater 
v ariety o f info rmatio n so urces at his co mmand than ev er 
befo re. 


More than 1,7 00 English langu age daily newspapers 
are pu blished in the United States. Their daily circu lation 
is more than 61 million. Time magazine prints 3.7 million 
copies; Newsweek prints 2.1 million. Reader’s Digest — 
not a news magazine, bu t still oriented to some cu rrent 
issu es — prints more than 17 million copies monthly . 


Federal Co mmunicatio ns Co mmissio n (FCC) fig ures fo r 
the United States (including Puerto Rico , the Virg in Islands 
and Guam) sho w 6 ,70 8 bro adcast statio ns o n the air in 
196 8 . This includes 4,2 0 3 AM radio ; 1,8 5 0 FM radio ; and 
6 5 5 telev isio n statio ns. Because o f the limited number o f 
frequencies and channels, these statio ns are licensed by 
the FCC and are subject to Its reg ulatio ns. 


Radio and telev ision fears of federally influ enced news 
content of broadcasts stem from the same roots as the 
concerns of print jou rnalism in the day s when gov ernments 
(ev en today in some lands) also licen.sed newspapers. Most 
people in the print media su pjwrt broadcasters’ efforts to 
remain 
free 
from 
fu rther 
gov ernment 
control 
becau se 
freedom to obtain and disseminate Information are indiv isible 
rights of a free press and a free people. 


Histo rically , the press has been thro ug h many strug g les 
to o btain and maintain freedo m. In jo urnalism’s autho ritarian 
era it was co ntro lled by king s and was In fact a to o l 
o f rulers. The pendulum has swung to ward libertarian prac­ 
tice at v ario us times in numero us co untries. The co ntro lled 
press o f co mmunist natio ns needs no intro ductio n to to day ’s 
readers. Here in America the mass media o perate under 
the so cial respo nsibility co ncept — who se chief purpo se, 
so me autho rs say , is “ to raise co nflict to the plane o f 
discussio n.” 


The man who ru ns the research and writing staff at 
the White Hou se is a nativ e Nebraskan, James Keogh. 
In a recent speech in Omaha, Keogh, like Agnew, was 
critical of jou rnalistic performances. He q u oted Theodore 
H. White who writes of a “ new av ant-garde” which “ has 
come to despise its own cou ntry and its traditions.” 


Keo g h co mmented, “ The neg ativ e 
sy ndro me 
in 
the 
handling o f news and co mment wo uld be o f less co ncern 
if it were merely a case o f certain indiv idual jo urnalists 
repo rting and writing in this way . The larg er pro blem 
is that majo r natio nal news media tend to fo llo w a co mmo n 
pattern in their appro ach to news. And their lo ng -term influence 
o n o ther media is substantial.” 


Nev ertheless, Keogh comes to this conclu sion: “ 1 am 
more conv inced than ev er that ou r society cou ld not operate 
and su rv iv e withou t an alert, probing, persistent, and often 
trou blou s press.” 
“ If 1 were beginning my career again tomorrow, I 
wou ld once again go into jou rnalism with the greatest 
enthu siasm and hope. 
“ For I am conv inced that the opportu nity for achiev ement 
and satisfaction is greater than ev er before for those who 
reject neg ativ ism — who really want to perform the cru cial 
serv ice of telling their fellowmen what is going on. 
“ And al)ou t that -- I’m positiv e.” 
A so lid clue to the NIx o n-Ag new-Keo g h news line appears 
in the bo ld face wo rds abo v e — “ reject neg ativ ism — 
who .” Tho se wo rds were penned into his ty ped tex t by 
White Ho use edito r Keo g h. His pen also added the po sitiv e 
last parag raph o f his g enerally neg ativ e speech. 
Whether anti-negativ ism of the admini.stration will apply 
to its appraisal of its foes will be tested in the months 
ahead. Agnew’s personal u tterances indicate it has not y et 
been ex tended to certain peace promoters or telev isioji.

ACTION LINE: The Lincoln School District’s 
latest application to the State Departm ent of 
Edu cation for federal fu nds u nder Title I of 
the Elem entary and Secondary Edu cation Act 
of 19 65 shows the following: 
There are reported within the Lincoln district 
— althou gh not necessarily in the Lincoln Pu blic 
Schools — 33,9 19 school-age children, divded this 
way: 32,684 whites, 750 N e^oes, 150 indians, 
9 5 Orientals and 240 with Spanish su rnames. 
Under Title I, the Lincoln district estim ates 
it wou ld provide services with federal fu nds 
for 328 white stu dents, 60 Negroes, 20 Indians, 
4 Orientals, 30 with Spanish su rnam es, 5 Tu rkish 
stu dents and 2 Pakinstani stu dents, for a total 
of 449 . 
Before Goodrich Ju nior High opened Nov. 
10, Whittier Ju nior High (which served the Bel­ 
mont and Lincoln Air Park areas) had abou t 
800 stu dents, with 14.3% of them non-white. 
Whittier now has 500 stu dents, 22% of them 
non-white, while 3% of Goodrich’s 300 stu dents 
are non-white. The increase in the percentage

Going on the assu mption Nebraskans are 
mu ch like re.sidents of other American states, 
a state tax official says he anticipates “there’ll 
be a demand in the 1971 Legislatu re for a 
greater homestead property tax e.xcmption.” 


The forecast comes from Wilber Hou tchens, 
chief of the state tax commissioner’s property 
tu x division. 


One of the decisions of the 19 69 Legislatu re 
was to implement a permissive homestead pio- 
pcrty tax amendment voters placed in the 
state’s constitu tion in 1968. 


This new law, effective for the 19 70-Tl 
property tax year, is expected to provide 
qu alifying u rban homeowners with a tax break 
of $25 to $30, depending on local mill levies. 
In ru ral areas, prospective tax relief is figu red 
arou nd $13 to $15 — becau se of lower mill 
levies. 


Hou tchens said approximately half the 50 
states have a homestead exemption law, with 
Nebraska’s near the bottom in actu al cash 
benefits to homeowners. 
Almost withou t exception, the history in 
other states is that once an exemption is 
granted, citizens mou nt efforts to widen its 
dimensions. 


The 
19 69 
Legislatu re 
appropriated 
$3.5 
million to reimbu rse local governments for 
property tax revenu e lost becau se of the ex­ 
emption. Not u ntil all claims arc in, abou t 
a year hence, will anyone know how close 
to su fficient the $3.5 million is. There have 
been estimates the su m wou ld fall far short 
of the mark. 


In any event, a rcsfxinsibility facing the 
1971 
Legislatu re will be appropriating new 
millions to operate a homestead lax exemption 
reimbu rsement program over a two-year span, 
contrasted with the present one year. 
Hou tchens reported that arou nd Dee. 1, 
sample exemption application forms will be 
sent to the 9 3 cou nties by the stab'. 


Each qu alified homeowner mu st make ap­ 
plication for his exemption between Jan. 1 
and March 15. According to Hou tchens, a 
dwelling mu st be owner-occu pied on Jan. I 
for the exemption to be valid. 


Till' exemption then remains with the pro­ 
perty for the fu ll tax year. 
Bcr.sons who wou ld otherwise (lu alify for 
the exemption on Jan. 2 bu t not Jan. 1 will 
be ou t of lu ck for one year, Hou tchens added. 
Jan. 1 is the key date of occu pancy. 
The exemption is not available on coin- 
mereial property or 
dw elling s u sed for rental 
pui|M)ses.

demonstrations 
comfort

enemy and help prolong the 
war. 
But he said the demonstrators 
were “ within their rights in 
expressing their opinion.

Even the attitude of h e r 
physician can play a part he 
said. 
If the physician betrays the 
distrust of the pill in his deal­ 
ings with the woman, he said, 
he 
is likely to cause am ­ 
bivalence for the drug on the 
woman’s part, r e s u l t i n g 
perhaps in psychosomatic side 
effects.

Littering Control 
Sought in Survey 


By BOB MUNGER 


A national surv ey of roadside litter, the first of its 
kind, has recently been completed, and shows that ev ery 
month American motorists dump an av erag e of 1,304 pieces 
of litter on ev ery mile of the nation’s network of primary 
hig hway s. 
This adds up to 16 ,000 pieces of litter per mile per 
y ear! 
And this continuing attempt to make a pig -sty out of 
“ America The Beautiful” is done in the face of pretty 
stiff fines, usually $25 to $100, for littering . 
Allen H. Seed J r., ex ecutiv e v ice president of Keep 
America Beautiful, Inc., (KAB), called the surv ey “ the 
most comprehensiv e of its kind ev er undertaken in America.” 
It was conducted by the Hig hway Research Board of the 
National Academy of Sciences in cooperation with the 
hig hway departments of 29 participating states. 
Pre-selected sample sections, rang ing from primary roads 
to parts of the interstate hig hway sy stem, were picked 
clean of litter. For 30 day s the sections were allowed 
to accumulate their normal amount of litter, then a second 
sweep collected and identified ev ery thing . 
Paper items accounted for 59 percent of the total. The 
remainder was tabulated at 16 percent cans, 6 percent 
plastic items, 6 percent bottles and jars, and 13 percent 
miscellaneous g arbag e including tires, lumber and a v ariety 
of unclassified items rang ing from hair curlers, underwear 
and false teeth to ice chests and washing machines.

San Francisco i3 — “The 
San Francisco 49 ers are not 
for sale!” Lou is G. Spadia, pres­ 
ident of the National Football 
Leagu e clu b, insists. 
Bu t sev eral sou rces close to 
top officials on the team say 
it is v ery mu ch av ailable and 
that comedian Bob Hojie is one 
of the prospectiv e pu rchasers. 
Reportedly joining with Hope 
is Ed Gottlieb, a wealthy real 
estate broker in Encino, a Los 
Angeles su bu rb. 
“I hav e no comment to make 
u ntil su ch time as I hav e a 
more definitiv e statement to 
make,” 
Gottlieb 
t o l d the 
Associated Press Wednesday . 
Bu t then he added: “I cannot 
deny the report, howev er.” No 
price in the sale reports was 
av ailable. 
Bu t one San Francisco brok­ 
er, who asked that he not 


be identified, said he had been 
adv ised that “a 49 er ex ecu tiv e 
has placed the clu b on the 
block.
